"pHUcmon  Sanders  of  ^.,ilem,  mariner, 
•*     and  late  mafter  and  owner  of  the 
fchooner  Charming  Molly  ;  declares  and 
'  faysjthat  he  was  taken  on  the  9th  of  ^/z- 
giijl  lalt,  near  a  place  on  the  coall  of 
r^ova  Scotia,  call'd  Witbehead,  5  leagues 
wcftward  of  Canfo,  by  a  French  man  of 
warof  30guns,  named  the  Magerc,  and 
i  by  her  carried  into  Q^ebuHo,  \vhere  he 
*;  arrived  about  four  days  after  he  was 
I  taken,  and  found  the  duke  U' Anville, 
%  admiral  of  the  French  fquadron,  with  5 
I  fail  of  fliips  of  war,  and  as  many  tranl- 
1  ports  in  the  faid  harbour.     That  3  days 
I  after  the  declarant's  arrival,  the  duke 
I  D'Anville  died  at  Chebiifio,  on  board  the  q 
i  Northumbcrla7iJ,    and  was  buried  on  a 
|fmall  iiland  about  four  miles  within  the 
I  mouth  of  the  harbour.     That  two  days 
•after  the  death  of  the  duke  D'Anvillcy 
jthe  French  rear-admiral,  with  about  40
